Preface 


“You see what is and ask ‘Why’? | 
see what could be and ask ‘Why Not’?” 


These words of Rafael Salas have 
been a source of inspiration for an 
incredible discovery of India’s children 
which began five years ago. At that 
time, the combined efforts of the 
Government of India, National Council 
of Educational Research and Training 

“(NCERT) and the United Nations Fund 
for Population Activities, initiated a 
‘Population Education’ project that 
sought to introduce the probiems and 
solutions of population issues into the 
curriculae of urban and rural schools. 
Children in classes | to XIl were exposed 
to this new educational dimension. 


It would have been relatively easy 
to traditionally evaluate the results of 
the project, through bare facts and 
figures; statistics, so offen devoid of 
human sensitivities. We felt another 
more personal form of assessment was 
necessary. One that could give us a 
richer, deeper insight into these young 
minds. A journey into their 
understanding of today’s problems, an 
attempt to discover what the future 
generations really think and feel, what 
their dreams and hopes are, what they 
discovered and imbibed from their new 
lesson. With this purpose in mind, 
painting competitions were organized 
by the National Council of Educational 
Research and Training, with the subject 
“India in 2000 AD” for the students in 
1984. This eloquent collection selected 
from hundreds of entries is the result. 


The paintings express without 
doubt, the insight and perspicacity of 
today’s young minds. Cf greater 
significance is their rnessage of 
courage and conviction: that a solution 
to the grave population picblem is 
within our reach. However, to find if we 
have to reach beyond ourselves, and 
work together without delay. They also 
strengthen the conviction that the real 
forces of a community aie its creators, 
builders and artists. If is their faith and 
commitment to their roots, cultural 
mores and ideals that become the . 
sustaining foundation for our individual 
and collective lives.
